Maria  Montessori  1870-1952 


R.  Buckminster  Fuller  was  one  of  the  notables  of  our  time  who  directed  our 
attention  to  the  concept  that  we  live  on  "Space  Ship  Earth"  and  are  on  the 
threshold  of  the  time  when  we  will,  like  a  real  space  ship  traveling  to  the  stars,  be 
forced  to  recycle  and  reuse  every  atom  of  the  resources  we  have  aboard  if  we 
expect  to  survive. 

Even  earlier,  Maria  Montessori  recognized  that  all  the  earth's  things  were  treasures 
and  that  humankind  was  the  steward  and  custodian  who  nurtured  and  preserved  the 
heritage  and  at  the  same  time  enjoyed  its  benefits,  obligated  to  pass  it  on,  enhanced, 
to  the  future. 


Montessori's  earliest  writings  and  all  that  followed  stressed  the  face  that  the  world 
would  change  and  improve  only  through  its  children. 

If  mankind  expects  "Space  Ship  Earth"  to  continue  its  voyage  the  realization  must 
come  that  education  is  the  key.  Good  intentions  are  not  enough.  And  the  child  of 
today  is  the  person  who  must  be  taught  the  skills  and  whose  concerns  must  be 
aroused  if  life  aboard  "Space  Ship  Earth"  is  to  be  merely  survival  or  a  life  worth 
living.
